TfiHN COUNTY MEN 



The Federal Board for Vocational 
Education is having reniarkable succ- 
cess m retraining disabled Vetel^uos 
of the world war who ai*e no longer 
fit for pre-war occupations. The board 
trains disabled men in any occupation 
or profesion for which they are men- 
tally and physically fitted. The 
trainees are placed in the best schools 
colleges sri industrial et^blishments 

and traineff untSI capabTe ol ac- 
ceptinsaiNisHidas. If -necessary train- 
ing covers a period of Ccv.r yearr.. At 
the conjpletion of the course a posi- 
tion is Secured for the man, and he is 
kept on the pfovernmer.t pajToll until 
it is certain that he will make jcood. 
While in 'trainmsr thevmen receive an 
allowance fiom .SI, 000 to .$2,000 per 
yeai', ^i^, all. ti-ansportation, tuition, 
books, ^SIs and training supplies are 
paid for by the Board. 

In order that married men may 
take their families to the place of 
ti-ainiog, the pay for men with de- 
pndents is larger than the pay for 
single men without dependents. If 
the men desire, they are trained at 
or near the place of residence. The 
men are not under military control or 
do they have to sign up for any cer- 
tain period of time. They may cease 
ti'aining whenever they desire. 

Their compCTsation from the War 
Risk Insurance Bureau does not stop 
except during the time they are ic- 
cetving training pay. "When the mar 
is discontinues! or is retrained the 
compensation is resumed, if the dis- 
ability still exists. The following 
men of this county ai'e entitled to 
this training and it is expected thi 
they will shortly take advantage of 
the govciTiment's generous offer:
